AS HEALTH MEASURE 
BY STATE OFFICER 


AUSTIN, 
July 
10— (Spl)—Be- 


cause of the economic losses they 
cause to Industry and 
commerce 


and the annoyance they 
create, 
rats have been considered a 
ser- 


ious menace to mankind since long 
before their role as vectors of dl,- 
lease was understood. Today 
at I 


least six diseases which are trans- 
mitted to man from the rat 
are 


known to medical science, accord- 
Ing to Dr. Oeo. W. Cox, State 
Health Officer. These diseases in- 
clude the dread plague, 
typhus,< 


trichinosis, a form of 
Jaundice, 


tapeworm, 
and 
food 
poisoning. 


The whole history of the role rats i 
play In the transmission of disease 
remains as yet unknown. 
! 


"It is necessary to public health", I 


Dr. Cox said, "that a, continuous 
rat control program be maintained 
In 
every.. urban and rural area' 


throughout Texas. This Is of es- 
pecial Importance on farms where 
rats may flourish by feeding on 
grain and other farm products." 


The doctor pointed 
out 
that 


rats, like other living things, re- 
quire food and shelter If they are 
to propagate and Increase In num- 
ber. Destroying their shelter and 
breeding places requires the 
rat- 


proofing of buildings and provid- 
ing for periodic inspection of build- 
ings to Insure permanent safety. 
This program wUl force the rat out 
Into the open where Its destruc- 
tion may be accomplished. 


Of equal Importance as a 
con- 


trol measure Is the elimination o' 
all food supplies. This consists of 
storing all foods in ratproof build- 
Ings or in rat-praof 
containers, 


the proper storage and disposal o: 
garbage, and careful feeding 
of 


stock to prevent waste feed from 
beink picked up by the rats. 


By observing these control meas- 


ures, the community will ben-'li 
not only In the eradication of 
a 


nuisance and economic 
menace, 


but in Improved health conditions 
and the prevention of rat-borne di- 
seases.

ARIZONA OKAYS ANCIENT 
INDIAN MARRIAGE RITES 


By MUURAY SINCLAIR

TUCSON, Ariz.—When Arizona's 
attorney general recently reaffirm- 
ed that reservation marriages car- '. 
rled out according to Indian tribal 
custom are legal, he spotlighted i 
some of the continent's most col- 
orful wedding ceremonies. 
I 
Ai the annual spring rush to 
marriage license bureaus reaches 
Its peaJt, many redskin youth will 
continue to follow the rites prac- 
ticed before tho white man reach- 
td the Southwest. 
In the land of the Hopls som« 


wedding ceremonies cttll last for 
weeks, and It Is the man who 
makes his bride's finery. 
With the match agreed 
upon, 


the mother of the bride-to-be takes 
her daughter, carrying a tray of 
meal, to the house of the bride- 
groom. 
She is 
received with; 


thanks. 
i 
For three days, quiet and un- 
noticed, the girl grinds corn. Then 
cornea the wedding. 
On that day I 


the mother cuts the bride's front 
hair at the level of her chin and 
dresses the longer locks in two | 
colls which she will wear forever 
to show that she Is no longer 
a 


maiden. 


At dawn on the fourth day th» 
two families gather'together. The 
mother* pound Yucca roots and 
use them as soap. 
The bride's 


mother washes the hair of her son- 
in-law and his mother does the 
»am« for his wife. Then they go 
.\f»to the side of their hill-top vll- 
* 
lage, hold meal to their lips, and 
east it towards the dawn as they 
pray for a long and prosperous 
life. 


Immediately after the wedding 
breakfast, the groom's father runs 
through the village carrying a bag 
of cotton and distributing it to 
male relatives who remove the 
•cods and return It to the young 
husband. 
The men get together 


and spin the cotton. 


Then the bridegroom and the 


men of his family spend weeks 
weaving the precious white wed- 
ding blanket which the bride will 
wear only twice during her life- 
time. The first time Is when she 
puts It over her head, leaves the 
home of her husband's people, and 
goes with her husband to her peo- 
ple, for In this land of women's 
rights the husband must live with 
hla wife's relatives. 
The second 


time will be at the ceremony of 
naming their first child. 


A native Apache 
weddlnjr Is 
far more simple. 


The young man or his represen- 


tative formally presents his mar- 
riage request to the girl's par- 
ents. If accepted, he demonstrates 
he has the ability to support 
a 


wife by sending her family pres- 
ents. 


The girl and her female rela- 


tives proceed to build the couple's 
future home close to her parents. 
It is customary for the 
bride's 


family to equip the new house. 
When all Is completed the couple 
move In, and are man and wife 
In the eyes of the tribe and 
the 


State of Arizona. 


From then on, the groom Is a 


member of his wife's family group, 
although there are certain mem- 
bers he must forever avoid. 


Many of the Navajo young peo- 


ple, 
like members of 
all 
other 


tribes, take out the white man's 
marriage licenses to protect them- 
selves against tribal divorces, but 
age-old ceremonies are still being 
performed. 


Matches are 
frequently 
m;id« 


at a Squaw dance. There a boy 
shows he likes a girl by dancing 
with her frequently. If 
a 
girl 


scampers after a boy who doesn't 
like her, he trys to escape or buys 
her off if caught. 


The boy's father carries 
the 


proposal of marriage and gifts to 
the mother of 
the 
prospective 


bride. The mother refers the re- 
quest to her oldest son, and the 
matter is thoroughly 
discussed. 


The bride's mother lets It be known 
what gifts she would like to re- 
ceive from her future son-in-law. 
and after they have been delivered 


sets th* date of the wedding. 


A home Is built by the 
girl's 


family. When It Is finished a wed- 
ding feast Is prepared. 
Late in 


the day the boy's family arrives 
and sits on the north side of the 
hogan, the girl's family on 
the 


south. The boy enters and sits In 
the place of honor. The girl's fath- 
er brings In the bride and seats 
her to the right and slightly behind 
the groom. The ceuple pour water 
over each other's hnnds. 


A new ceremonial basket filled 


with a cooked corn meal is placed 
on a white line pointing to 
the 


east. 
i 


The boy dips meal from the bas-' 


ket and eats It. The girl does tbe 
same. When they are finished the 
rest of the meal is given to tha 
guests, and then the feast Is ser- 
ved. The respective fathers give 
words of advice, the wedding bas- 
ket li given to the boy's mothe-, 
and the guests depart leaving th» 
newly-married couple In their own 
home.e 


The bride's mother cannot

tend the wedding, as she should 
never be seen by her son-in-law.
